An automobile jaunt that occupies 
about one and one-half hours' time, that 
caji be enjoyed any evening, and that 
takes one over some of Allen county's 
most picturesque territory, is outlined 
by Mrs. A. C. Alter, head of the Alter 
cigar store and news depot, as her fa- 
vorite short trip out of Fort Wayne. 


The trip is almost entirely along the 
Maumee river east of 
the city 
and 
touches the towns of Gar Creek and 
New Haven, and with short side runs 
may include i^iilan Center or Woodburn, 
where is located the famous Blue Cast 
springs. 


Leave Fort Wayne on Lake avenue 
through Lakeside and follow the Mays- 
ville road until you come to what is 
known as the River road, about three 
and one-half miles east of the city. 
Follow this road in a direct course and 
it will lead to the Parrant road, then 
with a couple of jogs you turn due 
east and cross the 
Platter's 
bridge. 
Then turn south and go direct into Gar 
Creek, and go straight south through 
the town, crossing the Wabash railroad 
tracks. 
Turn to the right at the first 
road, cross the tracks again, then turn 
to the right again at the first road and 
go north to the old canal road and fol- 
low it along the river to New Haven.

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The Opening of the Canal 


Not even the gigantj.c conflict nov^ engaging the na- 
:tiQns of Europe can obsc-iii'c j)opular interest in the open- 
ing of the Panama canal for traffic which becomes an ac- 
complished fact today. It is true that the formal and cere- 
monial opei^ing of the big waterway will not occur for 
some Inonths, and that, for the pres'ent, traffic is to be re- 
stricted to vessels which can navigate in a thirty-foot 
btage of water. These, however, comprise so large a pro- 
poiiion of the world's commerce that to all intents and 
X^urposes the present opening of the gates signalizes the 
practical dedication of the canal to the world's shipping. 


It is the realization of the world's dream of ages. It 
•is the successful culmination of transportation i)lans 
evolved 3'ears ago, halted by earlier failure but never en- 
tirely abandoned. The world was waiting* for the tre- 
mendous accomplishment the brains, the men, the money 
and the X->ei'sistence of the United States have now 
achieved. 
The great waterway stands today as the 
world's mightiest combination of science, calculation, au- 
dacity, confidence, toil and Victory over obstacles. 


Who can measure the significance of the opening of 
the Panama waterway? 
Ambitious as have been the 
di'eams, roseate as have been the forecasts and g-reat as 
have been the prophecies, it is probable that all will be far 
eclipsed by actual development in the use of the canal b}- 
^ e world's shipping as the years unfold.

thirty-five trucks and smaller commer 
cial A'ehicles Avere burned 
and 
large 
quantities of hay and grain are includi 
ed in the lose resulting from tho fire 
that destroyed the stables of the. Brown 
Trucking- 
"company, 
323-325 
Holman 
street, at 10 o'clock Friday night, en 
tailing a total loss of more than <$20, 
000. 


The loss is covcred by insurance held 
in fourteen companies and just as soon 
as the debris can be cleared aAvay, the 
company Avill rebuild, according to of- 
ficials of the firm. 


The origin of the fire has not been 
definitely determined but it is believet 
to have started from spontaneous cim- 
bustion in amoAv of ncAv hay at the rear 
of the big structure. 
Besides the -truck- 
ing 
companj'-'s 
property, 
seven 
resi- 
dences in the block and the plant of the. 
Gilmartin Lumber company Avere move 
or less 'seriously damaged some by fire 
and others by Avater, throAvn on them 
to save them from the fiames that for 
a time threatened to 
Avipo 
out 
the 


Avhole block. 


Sixty-six borsès Avere in the ^stables 
when the flames SAvept them, and all,, 
but four Avere saved. 
The crackling of 
th^ flames, the intenseness of the heat 
and the weird ilhunination, added to 
the shrieks of dying horses, made tho 
scene hoiTible to thousands of spectat- 
ors. 
While hundreds of people throng- 
ed the street in front of the main en- 
trance, they could see 
the 
animals 
struggling for freedom and one horse 
that escaped from the building Avas so 
badly burned that it Avas shot to re- 
lievo its suffering. 


Mascots Escape. 


"^'Fannie" an antiquated goat that has 
made the stables her home for years, 
in some manner escaped and Avas found 
Saturday morning Avith some 
of

horses that Avere taken to the bams 
of the Fort Wayne Transfer company 
Later it Avas found that she ^ e n t most 
of the night at the Holman street play 
grounds. 


"Happy Hooligan," the oldest horse in 
the stables, and a pet of the company's 
employes, also escaped. "Happy" at one 
time Avas one of the best truck horses 
in the city, but the ravages 
of 
age 
brought his retirement and he Avas al- 
lowed the freedom of the stables.

was 'found Satiu:day morning over in 
Bloomingdale.

Entire Block Threatened. 
In less than tAvo mmutes after tho 
blaze '\vas discovered and 
tho 
alarm 
sounded the entire structure 
was 
a 
mass of flames and by the time the first 
engines of the fire department reached 
the scene the entire, block Avas threat- 
ened, 
Practically ail of the buiidrngs 
in this particular block, including the 
residences, are of wooden construction, 
and it required the combined efforts of 
the entire 
department to 
keep 
the 
flames confined to the Trucking com- 
pany barn and the sheds adjoining it. 


The flames also threatened the Penn- 
sylvania shops to the south and so in- 
tense wag the heat from the bm-hing 
slructmre that it was almost impossi- 
ble for the firemen to pass between the 
burning barn and the Pennsylvania com 
pany's buildings. 


Lumber Plant Saved. 
The plant of thè Gilmartin • & Sou 
planing mill, filled Avith kiln dried lum- 
ber, adjoined the Trucking company's 
barn on the Avest and it Avas only due 
to sensational and heroic work on the 
part of the firemen that the big insti- 
tution Avas saved, ^he plant occupies a 
brick building and its roof is , of tar 
gravel. 
Several times the heat drove 
firemen aAvay during the first ten min- 
utes with their battle to save the build- 
ing, but lines of hose playing over the 
structure from the west side finally ex- 
tinguished 
the burning 
shingles 
and 
other debris that alighted on top of the 
structure.

Spectacular Blaze. 


The fire was one of the most spectac' 
ular blazes in Fort Wayne in many 
years. Long before the fire department 
arrived flames Avere leaping a hundred 
feet in the air and the entire vicinity 
Avas illuminated hi the ghastly glare. 
At frequent intervals the fiames would 
apparently 
subside, 
and 
then 
dense 
clouds of smoke Avould rush from the 
building in a big, black, awe-inspiring 
colunm, curling, twisting and shooting 
toAvard the skies. 
Then suddenly tho 
flames Avould break out once more and 
the smoke Avould be carried away by 
thp heat and flame. 


The illumination Avas plainly visible 
from all portions of the city, and thou- 
sands of people filled the streets and 
climbed on 
top of 
buildings 
in 
the 
neighborhood. 
Automobiles Averc parked 
for blocks in each direction until an 
early hour Saturday morning when the 
fire department at last succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing the final sparks.

GREAT WATERWAY OPEN. 


Panama Canal Available for Both War 
and Commerce. 


Washington^ Aug. 15.—With the pas- 
sage through Panama canal of the liner 
Ancon, the 
great 
waterway 
becomes 
"free and open to the vessels of com- 
merce and of war on terms of 
entire 
equality," in accordance to the provi- 
sions of the 
Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. 
Vessels di'awing not more than thirty 
feet of water may now make the pas- 
sage. 
It would be possible to put some 
of 
the 
big 
American 
dreadnoughts 
through at any time. 
Any of the for- 
eign warships now in the Atlantic and 
P#'ific waters could also make the trip, 
but the naval plans of the 
European 
powers which have 
vessels 
off 
both 
coasts of the United States 
are 
not 
known here. 
No embarrassment 
will 
face the United States should one of 
the vessels of the belligerents seek pas- 
sage. 
Strict rules are laid down in the 
treaty for the perpetual neutralization 
of the canal and every detail will be 
under the direction of Covernor Goe- 
thals and his staff. 
Except in cases of 
absolute necessity vessels of 
belliger- 
ents must make tininterrupted passage 
through the canal. 
They may not coal, 
revictual or embark or disembark troops 
in the canal zone and these provisions 
also apply to the terminal waters 
a t 
bcth ends of the canal within a liihlt of 
three miles. 
Twenty-four hours is the 
limit of time a belligerent vessel can 
remain within the canal, except in cases 
of distress, and a vessel of war of one 
belligerent cannot depart within twen- 
ty-four hours from the departure of a 
vessel of war of another belligerent. íAll 
of the plant and establishments 
that' 
arc part of the canal are immune from 
attack or injury by any 
belligerents. 
Vigilant American pilots' will see that 
no foreign vessels make observations of 
th? canal defenses. 
" 


The principal work remaining to be 
done in completing the canal is the deep- 
ening and widening 
of

channel 
through Cfulebra cut as well as excava- 
tion operations a t both approaches.

I was in Europe just twelve 
days. of, my outing but that's nothing 
when I call to mind what might have

time kept me from being put out much.

The brick buildlns which -was torn down in 1897 to grive room for the erection 
of the present Allen county court hou se, was built during the war of the rebei^ 
lion and dedicated at a time when the people v/ere weighed down with anxieties 
and sorrows aiid excited over political dissensions. 
The cornerstone was laid May 
1 1861 and the building was accepted by the commissioners July 23, 1862. 
The 
complete ooat was $78,000. I n e structure stood in the center of the public square, 
surrounded by a grass plot and shade trees. 
It served the county for a period 
of thirty-five years.

"Shinplaster" .Currency. 


The scarcity of small change, which had 
proven a great inconvenience in all mat- 
ters of trade, had brought into circula- 
tion a large number of private "tickets, 
tokens and checks," which circulated as 
money in all Fort Wayne transactions. 
The withdrawal of sUver from circula- 
tion made the system necessary, but its 
abuse and the uncertain value of the 
substitutes for money^ finally resulted in 
the calling of a meeting of merchants 
and others, at which James Robinson 
acted as chairman and Watson Wall as 
secretary, to consider some more satis- 
factory method of meeting the situation. 
A committee composed of R. W. Town- 
ley, B. W. Oakley, W. f . Abbott, Wat- 
son Wall and William Jacobs confened 
With the banks and with the coimcil and 
reported that the council had decided to 
issue orders on the city treasurer to the 
amount of $10,000, in sums less 
than 
one dollar, beginning O'anuary 1, 1863. 


The appearance of the "city 
scrip 
caused the withdrawal of most of the 
private substitutes for money of small 
denominations. 


This 
temporary currency was com- 
monly known as "shinplasters," because 
of its small size. 
The first issue, in de- 
nominations of ¿0 cents. 25 cents, 10 
cents and 6 cents, was printed on paper 
Qy^xitYa inches in size.

On the otiier lumd, llie club owners were well in- 
trenched J)ehin<l an o7-ganizntion which, in various forms, 
had existed for fifty years. AH the leagues in the country, 
some .fifty in number, were In the combination, and all 
wei-e bound together by what is known as the "national 
agreement."

we have at least ninety per -cent, and perhaps 
ninety-five per cent, of them. Some of those not 
enrolled we do not want ou account of theii 
behavior on the diamond or because they try tc 
"run with the hare and tarry with the hound.' 
Some have been expelled, while others simplj 
do not care to join. This, of coui'se, is their owï 
lookout. We naturally ^^-ant all eligible players 
to join with us, and we cannot see why anj 
would be willing to accept the benefits of whal 
the fraternity has accomplished without giving 
it their support, but this question they must 
answer for themselves. 
There never Avill be 
enough of this kind of players to hurt us, and 
we shall not adopt any coercive methods. 


Our organization stands for the uplift of the 
game. We desire to obtain 'better playing condi- 
tions; to improve the conduct of the players, both 
on and off the field; to preserve the obligation 
of contracts, both of player and owner; to ob- 
tain the fairest contract possible for the player 
and to be of financial assistance to worthy in- 
digent players and their families. The salary 
question we cannot touch; that must always be 
a question for negotiation between the magnate 
and the piaster. 


We haven't the slightest desire to run base- 
ball and have committed no act which could 
justly give rise tb this recent allegation of a 
well known mogul. "We know we are not in any 
,«sense 'qualified, but simply because we ihsi^ 
that agreements With us shall be lived up to iJî 
no indication that wo are encroaching upon the 
prerogatives of the magnates. We do, howéver, 
feel qualified to take care of the business end 
Of the player's relations with the magnate, and 
we -know of no valid reason why we should not 
be permitted to do so. 


Though a majority of these young; men harfe 
not had the advantages of a college training, 
many of them are m ^ of ediication and intellir 
gencé, Tiiey àrè th^tóiaghly ,f amiiîar; "or, àt " leasî 
as fàSilliar as the average man, with principles 
of gavernmeat, the rights of nian, the Déclara^ 
tion of Independence and the constitution'of the 
United States; yes, and thej' also ktìòw the eviK 
effects of the navigation acts and of the prin- 
ciple of taxation without representation.

(-•ouJd hardly bo expected that men of this kind 
would long submit to being wards of 
organized ball and to having their busi- 
ne.ss affairs administered through the 
principles of paternalism by a factioh 
which through long years had been 
faithless to its ti'ust. 


We do not for a moment wish to be 
understood to say that all club owneris 
are dishonest or that every player is a 
saint. Among the promoters are many 
high toned gentlemen of the strictest 
business integrity. 


The trouble in the Kraft case was 
brought about by what the players felt 
was an attempt to sidetrack the fra- 
ternity agreement. Two of the clatisea 
of that agreement read as follows:— 


"Eighteenth—Before a major league 
player shall be released outright or un- 
der an optional agreement to clasg A 
or a lower classification his services 
shall first be tendered to all class AA 
clubs at a price not to exceed $1,000 
and then to all class A clubs at a price 
not to exceed ?750. If he be a drafted 
player the club from, which he is 
drafted shall have a pi'ior claim to all 
other cltibs in its classification. 


"Twenty-first—The 
provisions 
oi 
this agreement shall take precedence 
over any conflicting baseball legislation 
or clause of a player's contract.", 


Kraft was a major league player be^ 
longing to Brooklyn. Brooklyn secured 
major league waivers and sent him to 
Newark, an AA classification club. 
There Kraft signed an absolutely biiid- 
ing contract for the remainder of the 
season. The National Commisision theii 
Ihtei-posed, nullified the Newark con- 
tract and ordered the player, by virtue 
of an old section of the national agree- 
ment, wliieh had been superseded by 
our agreement, to report to Nashville; 
where'his salary would be cut $150 per 
mouth.

The 
Man on the Farm

Many Are His Trials and Tribulations at First 
But Success Is Peculiarly Satisfying to Him

H f A ' I was a ohild 
our family iiiored to 
Florida from a New 
f'ngland city. 
We 
were forced to lake 
this stop because of 
my mother's health, 
which 
was 
v e r y 
poor .Tt that time, 
and our 
physician 
iidvised us that she 
(• o u 1 d 
not 
live 
through 
a n o t h e r 
w i n t e r 
in 
the 
North. Tliis may or 
may not have beeu true, but the fact re- 
mains that she lived tlm-ty-five years 
longer and enjoyed good healtJi most of 
the time. 


My father sold out his business, realiz- 
ing.about $7,0U0, and we moved South, 
bag and baggage. He was tiretl of busi- 
ness in the city and detennined to try 
the farm, and immediately he fell into 
tihe hands of land agents, who persuaded 
him that the land they had to sell was 
the land he wanted to buy, the rpj?ult of 
which was that he made a most vital 
mistake, for location is more imporfcant 
than any other one tiling when it comes 
to success on the fnnn. 


ntcli Land, but Poor Climate. 


I have not space to go Into all of the 
harrowing details of our experience, al- 
tihough it would doubtless make interest- 
ing reading. 
In the first place, father 
• thought he must have ricli land and we | 
moved into a locality where tlio land 
was rieli, but where we all had chills 
and fever, until it was immaterial to us 
whetiher we lived or died. Then we sold 
out and father went to the other ex- 
treme aod settled in the sand hills, 
where it was healthy, to be sure, but 
tihe land was so poor it was impossible 
to make a living. 


Very soon the $7,000 was gone and 
father went back into the mercantile 
Dusiness, which ho knew, to make a 
living for the family, while I ran the 
farm or, rather, orange grove. 
Finally, 
after yearp of struggle, we brought this 
grove to k point where it was paying, 
in spite of the poor land, and father 
could come home to live, when the big 
- 
freeze oi 1895 wiped it out. 
Then we 
moved to Atlanta and I went to tntck 
fanning and made it pay. 


Father's failure was primarily caused 
by wrong location, but outside of that 
he was not suited, eithtr physically or 
'mentally, for farm life. 
He worked too 
-much on his nerves. 
He did not under- 
j stand the negro help, that he was forced 
^ to employ, and thej' imposed on him 
J- 
woefully. 
He gave them credit for be- 
iwe eHttHii.»orally to the white man, and 
waen iae advanced ftam a week's Avages 
and gave him leave of absence that he 
might .attend the funeral of liis grand- 
** 
tuofiier he could not understand why 
Sam did' not return.

would have won out on the fai-m, in spite 
of everything, if he had aettlbd in the 
rifjlt li)eation.

Father made the further misiakc of buy- 
ing too much land. 


Take the average city man who goes 
to the farm with an open mind and a 
J)atura] love for tlio soil and plant life, 
and who is not afraid of work, and he 
wili succeed three times cut of four. 
In 
fact, his chances of success are far better 
than in business in the city, and his cares 
and worries will not be one-half as great. 
A'ery few grow rich at farming, it is 
true, but hundreds live in comfort and 
independence. 
There are thousands of 
acres of good farm land all over this 
country, both North and South, where 
one can have health and where condi- 
tions arc right for success with the use 
of ordinary intelligence. 


Gettins: a Xevr Start. 


"When the "writer started in here, near 
Atlanta, on a rented farm I found soil 
and climate conditions so different from 
what they were in Florida that I had 
practically 
everytliing 
to 
learn 
over 
again, just 
the same as a 
beginner. 
Of course, I knew how to use farm tools, 
and I was not afraid of work and I was 
determined to succeed. I subscribed for 
several farm papers, and I bought books 
on scientific agriculture 
and 
studied 
them. 
I made many mistakes at first, 
it is true, but I did not repeat these 
mistakes. 
I loved the wort and I had 


readily in Jacksonville for fifty cents a 
pound. 
In a few years he built np a 
fine herd of Guernsey cattle and made a 
splendid success. 
He put his mind «n 
his business and worked intelligently. 


When wc were living in Florida two 
young men came down there from Phila-^ 
delphia and purchased a place near ours 
—at least, one of them did the purchasing 
with money supplied by his father. They 
were college graduates, from the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 
One of them had 
been stroke oar in the university crew. 
They started in to p:row vegetables for 
market, and they continued just as long 
as the money supply from father lasted, 
and no longer. They -would sit up until 
twelve and one o'clock at night devising 
schemes for making money on the farmf 
tlieu sleep until eig'ht o'clock the next 
.morning, while the sun climbed up in 
the sky and their negro help loafed 
around or worked in 
a half-hearted 
manner until ihey appeared. 
They were 
delightful fellows socially, but they had 
no practical ideas of business, and farm- 
ing is business. 


When I came to Atlanta, in 1S93, and 
started to grow vegetables for the At- 
lanta market one of the most successful 
truckers around the city was a msa "who 
was formerly in the dry goods business 
here. 
His health had failed him, and he 
found it necessary to go to the farnt. 
He was a practical business man with 
good executive ability, and he took fepld 


of his farm and made it pay by the 
same close study, Lard work and applica- 
tion to detail 
which had helped him 
succeed as a merchant. 


From Banklns; to Furmlaa;' 


A teller in an Atlanta bank was inter- 
ested in farming. He wanted to get on 
the land and away from the confinement 
of the bank. 
He bought a piece of land 
and, in partnership with a friend, at- 
tempted to farm and still hold his po- 
sition at the bank. 
He was evidently 
not cut out for a farmer, ior their ven- 
ture was a failure, and he is still in the 
bank. Which shows that it is impossible 
to do two things at once and do both 
well. 


Another young man, a bank clerk in 
Cincinnati, found tliat his eyes were go- 
ing back on him. 
He moved to Atlanta 
several years ago and purchased a few 
acres just outside of the city. 
He knew 
nothing about farming, or gardening, but 
he had a natural love for the land and 
for plants and a boundless enthusiasm 
for the work. I was actively engaged in 
truck growing at the time, and he came 
out to see me, and it was positively a 
pleasure to talk to him and give him in- 
fonmation. 


He started in to raise lettuce and rad- 
ishes, and other small vegetables which 
would produce largely, under high culti- 
vation, on a small acreage, and ho grew 
these successfully. I am a^amed to ad- 
JBiit it, bqt he grew better lettuce and to- 


ma toes than I did. Naturally, the read- 
er will suppose that he kept right on 
and built up a big business and made a 
grand success, but such was not the case. 
The last time that I saw him, he was in 
the government employ, delivering mail 
in Atlanta, for about $1,500 a year. 


It seems that he had a "wife and she 
objected to living in the outskirts. 
She 
wanted to be up in town, where she could 
see people and go to shows. 
She was 
not willing to economize and wait and 
work 
to help him get started. 
She 
•wanted ihim to take a 
position 
that 
would give them more ready money, 
right off, and give her moi^ leisure to 
do what she wanted to do. 
He felt 
pretty bad about it, but lie did as his 
wi^e wished. 
I must confess, I was as 
disappointed almost as he, for he had 
made such a good start and ho loved the 
work. 
Carrying mail was 
drudgery, 
while gardening was a pleasure. 
I felt 
very sorry for him, indeed, but every 
man roust live his own life, and there is 
no use telling other people what they 
ought to do.

tice and went to the farm. 
He was a 
good lawyer and doing remarkably well, 
but the strain was becoming too great 
and he was not very -strong. 
Further- 
t 


more, he had always loved his garden 
and was filled witih a constant desire to 
get away from the city and out on the 
land. 
He would talk to me by the hour 
about how to prepare land, what fer- 
tilizer to use for different crops and the 
best methods of cultivation. 
He sub- 
scribed for the Southeri;! Ruralist and 
he read it. 
In fact, it was difficult for 
roe to induce him to talk about anything 
else besides farming, for all the time he 
was seeking more information from me 
along this line. 


Well, as I said, he gave up his prac- 
tice and went to the farm, and. ho has 
made a success from the start. 
He 
loves the land. 
He loves to see plants 
grow, and ell of the time he is trying to 
make soil conditions better that his plants 
may be more comfortable and will have 
all they need for their greatest develop- 
ment. 
He is^a better farmer than 1 
am, for I have given up the farm, per- 
sonally, although I still own one, aud ara 
digging down at a publisher's desk in 
the city. Still I love the farm, aud noth- 
ing docs me more good than to get away 
from the city, even for a few hours, and 
go out to the farm and see the things 
grow. It is an inspiration and a relief. 
' I know another attorney in the city 
who owns a farm for pleasure. 
He was 
complaining to mc the other day that 
his farm costs him, every year, con- 
siderably more than he gets out of it. 
I said to him, "Why should you worry

a natural turn for managing things. 
In 
a few years I "veas making from $500 to 
$600 per year above my living expenses, 
and buying land of my own. 


There are hundreds of instances where 
city men have gone to the farm-r-«onie 
to succeed and others to fail. 
A few 
of these have come under my personal 
observation. • 


Some years ago an insurance man in 
Elgin, 111., found his health.failing and 
he decided to try the farm. 
Ho ingved 
to Monticello, Fla., and started in the, 
dairy business, knowing absolutely ijQtb- 
ing about the work, but heiumped right 
in, got bu.'sy and learned. 
He, told me 
that he was so anxious to get ahead 
along ^ the right lines that he would hold 
his dairy paper in oneyhand;- while , 
turned his separator with the other.

Here the capital of tin city man backs 
up the practical judgment and cxecutiv« 
abilitj' of an already successful farmer. 
The farmer is directly interested finan- 
cially and every other way 
and gives 
his entire time and personal 
attention 
to the business. 
He also has the ad- 
vantage of the city man's business ex- 
perience and judgment in the organiza- 
tion of the larger enterprise. 
The re- 
sult is success. 


The illustrations which appear 
with 
this article show two views of this farm. 
The big haystacks contain between sev- 
enty-five and eii'hty tons of cowpea and 
sorghum hay. 
More than two hundred 
tons of hay wore produced on this farm 
last year. 
Bo.sides this it produced four 
hundred aud fifty bales of cotton, seven 
thousand bushels of corn, seven

strained nerves and weak stomach, the 
salaried man, who sees nothing ahead 
but drudgery for some big corporation 
and whose life insurance is the only pro- 
tection that hi§ family have against 
want when he is gone—he sees tjie timji 
coming when, perhaps, a younger man 
will take'his place, and there will be no 
money to keep up the insurance—to such 
men the farm offers, to-day the most 
practical source of independent Uveli- 
hood. 
lu fact, the chances of success 
on the farm for the average man are 
far greater than any independent busi- 
ness he can embark in in the city with ' 
an equal amount of capital, if he has in 
himself a love for the soil. 


The greatest drawback to farm Ufe is 
this country 
is its isolation. One i» 
thrown back upon one's self for enter- 
tainment, so that reading ,and study 
must necessarily form a large part of 
this cntertaiumenti^ This is one reason 
why the educated man will succeed on 
tJie farm when tho ignorant man will 
fail. , Agriculture has developed Into a 
science, where the brain plays as *reat 
a part as, if not greater, than the ban^. 
It Is a profession in which the educated 
mqn finds a delight in the exercise of 
his mind.

Friends of Frank A. 
Vanderlip probably 
wiD deny the state- 
ment and hurl scorn- 
ful and contemptu- 
ous phrases at me 
for making it, but 
just the same it is 
true. He is revolutionary, and perhaps 
highly reactionary, too. for he counsels 
business men to increase their contribu- 
tions to political parties; to make them 
heavier tliau ever before. 
It sounds 
shocking, of course, and t© many pro- 
gressively inclined gentlemen calls for in- 
stant condemnation. 
Biit. nevertheless, 
Frank A. Vanderlip did utter that advice, 
and he did it as deliberately as he tied liia 
cravat. 
Thus ;— 


"I believe the time has come when wo 
should see the most gigantic contribu- 
tions that were ever made by business 
men to a political campaign. 
I do not 
care to which party the contributions 
are made, for the contributions that 
must be made if you are to do anything 
effective will not be contributions of 
money—they will be contributions of 
eervice; contributions of experience, of 
understanding, of Iruth; contributions ia 
the way of an effective demand that the 
men whom you elect as your representa- 
tives shall freely cxercific their judg- 
ment and lontributions in the way of 
watchfulness that shall insure both hon- 
esty and intelligence in the exorcise of 
representative obligations.

the work Is to be effectively done you 
must yourselv'— <nako the contributions 
of service. 
t r a cannot delegate the 
work. 
Do noi try the plan of hiring 
others to promulgate your views.

The White House, Oyster Bay and

Mr. Vanderlip uttered those senti- 
ments during the course of an address 
before the New Jersey Chamber of Com- 
merce a short lime ago. In the phrases 
he revealed a very «considerable porti,ón 
of his character—a character founded 
upon efficient service in the expression 
of the principles he has laid down as in- 
separable from right citizenship and an 
adequate reflection of American democ- 
racy. He is an individualist to the last 
hair of his head; he can't bo induccd to 
look with toleration upon any vicarious 
methods of performing the duties of fit- 
jzenship, or any other proper tTisk f 
that matter. Tho man who can't t! 
is to be pitied, but the man who •> 
even try to think about his neigi 
liis country's welfare and the saiii 
proper way to remedy existing 
comes as close to being anathema as ai.. 
thing that lipi within th€ Vsnderlip ken. 


His office is open all around. 
Any 
one with a reasonable excuse can get to 
him, and he'll talk. 
In the first two 
minutes he'll find out if you are a time 
stealer, if you're vague in what you 
•want to talk about, and—the rest of the 
time you spend in that office will need 
a split second watch to count it. 
He's 
essentially human, is equipped with a 
ball-bearing sénse of humor, and I sus- 
pect him of poetic tendencies—not in 
•words but in sympathies. The office is 
very plain; square cut all over. 
There 
are three styles of decorations, the oil 
painting, one framed newspaper clipping 
and some fresh carnations. 
He wears 
few frills and lie pulls off his coat to 
work and digs in. 


"This country is not going to the 
devil, no matter -what the calamity 
howlers say," he remarked with em- 
phasis in reply to a question as to the 
state of business. 
"Of course, we are 
not manifesting absolute perfection, but 
neither arc we in the doldrimjs. We are 


times Frank A. Vanderlip lias been 
called a "hustler" and also accused of 
having "pep." He is most assuredly no 
hustlei, for he recognizes the inefficiency 
of haste. He's a live man, as energetic 
as a dynamo, as sincere about his work 
as an astronomer about his stairs, as keen 
as a knife and as wideawake to what is 
going on about him as a watcher in a, 
tower, but he's not the hustling type that 
tries to smash a way through two men's 
work and leave a half of eacli undone. 
He'll do two men's work, without doubt, 
but not at +he same time. Knowing 
what little I do of his previous history, 
I incline to the belief that ha has pro- 
gressed from that Chicago newspaper to 
the top if the National City Bank ' - 
holding down one job and fitting himself 
for a better one after the first was fin- 
ished 
He went out to the Carnegie 
Instituto of Technology a cotiple of 
months ago and told the graduating class 
some truths about success in life. 


"Don't worry about your personal re- 
lation to a piece of work," he told them, 
"but give the deepest attention and con- 
sideration to the execution of that piece 
of work. Never mind whether you have 
what you call your full share in it; never 
mind whether you are getting wMt yoti 
feel to be your full measure of credit. 
Have the single purpose of getting the 
work done, of seeing that evei^ proper 
means is employed to do it better than 
it ever has been done before, and forget 
yourself, the credit you will receive, the 
relation you will personally occupy to 
your work ; and if you will do that I will 
give you my word you will hâve accom- 
plished for yourself the grèatest possi- 
ble good. Men will have an eye to your 
capacities and characteristics ; their ob- 
servation will be far gharpér thaa yoti 
will guess, and when the overseeing eye 
finds the man who is interested in the 
job more than in himself jat man will 
be marked for promotion and better 
things."

purer and more generous personal • mo- 
tives are needed to insure a greater jus- 
tice to all concerned. In a single phrase, 
Frank Vanderlip believos that the time 
has come for the business man to wak® 
Jip to his opportunities and broaden out 
into tlie field where he can usurp some 
of the duties of the modern university. 
If business is not to be educative it he-, 
comes sordid, and sordidness goes hack- 
ward. In his book, "Business and Sìdv- 
catioù," he says:— 
' 


"The mental equipment of a business 
man needs to bo greater to-day than 
was ever before necessary. Just as the 
si>1iere of a.business niaii's actlfities hfts 
broadened 
the advent of rapid 


transportation, 
telegraphs, 
telephones 
and cables, so have the needs of A broád 
understanding of soüüd t>rincipies iù^ 
creased." 


Mark the introduction of sound prin- 
.ciples! 
Principles of what? may be 
asked. 
Wh;^, principles of conduct, <>f 
course! The whole thing is bound" to

has developed into an economic science 
based upon the broad needs of society, 
and that it has ceased to be a mere pet^ 
sonai matter of sale and purchase. There 
are many otlier factors involved than 
those existing between the man who has 
a need and he who possesses a supply, 
and Frank Vanderlip knows this almost 
by instinct. 
He has the inspirational 
type of mind that leaps beyond the out- 
ward and visible sign to the potei^ali- 
ties in tlie background. 
Some men call 
this "vision," others class it as "caution." 
I'm not particular, but it seems to me to 
be more the reflection of intelligent rea- 
soning. Then we came to the matter of 
business regulation by federal or State 
authority. 


"When_ a matter becomes a question 
of public V importance, where the wel- 
fare of the community is affected,, there 
must of necessity be some functioning i 
Control," he observed. 
"Now, railroads 
are vital factors in the national'life, and 
So the wise man looks to tho eafeguaid- 
ing of these arteries of communication. 
We all know rebates are wrong, as hurt- 
ful to thè man who takes them as to 
the road which gives them, and the prac- 
tice has ceased. But just because rebat- 
ing once existed is the railroad tô be! 
penalized through' its' corporate life by 
unjust treatment ? Such things aïe pfod- 
ucts of the era in-which they occur. 
It 
is not denied that there háve been grave 
and even heinous business abuses, but, 
surely that ia no reason- for the gOVerU^ 
ment to ' pursue dishonest and UnjUst 
methods 
in 
correcting

l know of

legislative. The halls Of legislation have 
become mere manufacturing plants for 
turning, out this bill or tliat measure, 
designed to correct this supposed evil or 
that manifested, abuse. We have plenty 
of laws—far too many, in fact .Inhere 
are something like 57,000 ;on the books ôf 
the State OfNNew York alone, and prob- 
ably ubout eiglit per cent of them '^aro 
Operative and necessary.. Of course the 
remedy lies in a more advanced quality 
of thought,, a more thorough utilization 
bf the individual franchise, but not more 
laws!"

And then comes specialization. There 
is Jfosh Billings' famous epigram con- 
cerning tlie stump that stuck to one 
thing until it reached its destination, but 
still Frank Vanderlip feels^ere may be 
danger in specialization. 
Tliis, too, is 
somevvhat radical in these days, when 
the specialist is looked upon as one with 
a modest eight candle power halo. 
It 
has been held that our modern life and 
its affairs are too complex in their scope 
and ramifications to be grasped by a sinH 
gle individual, and perhaps this la true 
when the whole vista is to be taken in 
detail; < yet 
specialization 
necessarily 
spells limitation, and that. fre(]Uëntiy 
spelts in turn dry rot Says Mr. Vandet- 
lip;-

him." Tihe man is widely informed. He 
has his mental antennae up all the time, 
and possesses a nice capacity for catch- 
ing just the necessary waves that keep 
him informed on what is in progresa 
everywhere. He is one of the most thor- 
oughly awake men I've ever seen, and 
I'm certain he gets from every man he 
meets some slant of view or bit of infor- 
mation. His business is to know men, and 
those associated with him say he makes 
few mistakes on that sco;re. But his spe- 
ciarlty is to specialize in widely scattered 
information. 
* 


You see, there was a time when the 
business mac felt that by the time he 
had finished hia business he was too 
frantically, hopelessly fatigued to do 
more than let some home angel minister 
to him with a pair of slippers and some 
light reading; with pòssibK Gallic ten- 
dencies. 
The belief is not altogether 
eradicated, if one is to judge by the 
superfluity of theatrical offerings de- 
signed for "the tired business man." A 
casual visit to many of these will in- 
evitably indicate that they are not cures, 
but cause."?, and that it is not business 
that makes the poor man tired but the 
things ^he does or doe.sn't do with his 
leisure time. 
Now Mr. Vanderlip sees 
that the oian of business must not con- 
fine himself to tlie commercial aspect of 
that business in particular, but must 
also regard thè business life as of vital 
importance. 
All sorts of factors con- 
tribute to a business in these days, and 
many phases of human endeavor touch 
the single individual phase. A man re- 
quires to know history, to have some 
knowledge of human nature, to have 
absorbed culture, to train himself to a 
broad grasp of various industrial prob-- 
lems in their communal significance. 
Vanderlip is positive in his statement 
that thè quality of business conduct is 
merely á reflection of the condition of 
the public mind, but that it should be 
much more, and that is a standard to 
which all men may turn for the, calibra- 
tion of their personal standards. 


"WTiile we may not achieve perfection 
in this generation, or in any other in 
which flesh and blood enter," he says, 
"we can at least keep on trying to get 
closer to it. Th^ man Who won't trouble 
to shoot at the bull's-eye is not likely to 
hit even the target 
I'd rather see a 
man trying to climb higher than see him 
admit that improvement was beyond 
both his capacity and inclination. Bank- 
ruptcy and criminality are amply sup- 
plied from that type of mind." 


If you should ask his associates, in 
the bank and outside of it, to tell you 
something about Frank A. Vanderlip 
you would find that the average of 
regard for him is Very high. He has his 
detractors; what man has not? 
Even 
his friends don't claim wings for him, 
nor do they address his mail In St. 
Peter's care, but tlie average is worthily 
high. 
Men like him for his humanity; 
they respect him for his decent instincts, 
his inspiring conduct and right ideas, 
and his busiaess capacity along his sound 
principles referred to is admitted. 
Ho 
recognizes the fundamental laws of right 
and justice and their immutable char- 
acter. 
He knows the legislative pendu- 
lum swung because there was a need for 
it so to swing, and while he believes that 
it has swung too far he sees that it is 
Coming back to normal. 
íSis employes 
look Upon him with regard, for he treats 
thèin With the measure of justice that 
runs over.

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In vieAV of the fact that "intemper- 
ance" has become associated in the .popu- 
lar mind Avitli intemperateness in the use 
01 alcoholic beverages, attention can not 
bo too often called to the fact that there 
are otljer forms of intemperance—inor', 
dinate indulgence in athleticBj for exam- 
ple. 
Drs. Scluimaker and Middleton, of 
the University of Wisconsin, contribute 
to a recent number of the Journal of the 
x\merican Medical Association a study of 
Aarioua groups of college athletes Avith 
reference to the efl'oct of immoderate ex- 
ercise upon the heart, and arrive at this 
conclusion : 


"Athletic training leads at first to 
physiologie hy])ertrophy of the heart; 
Init Avhen prolonged and marked by se- 
vere athletic contests it usually lead? to 
hypertrophy plus dilation of a variable 
degree, frequently marked by valvular 
insuflijciency. 


".Functionally" thi< hypertrophied heart, 
even AAiien dilated and giving distinct 
evidence of A'alvular. insufficiency^ may 
prove more fitted to carry a man through 
~a severe athletic contest than a normal 
heart Avoud be. On the other hand, acute 
cardiac dilation occurs more frequently 
in athletes and men used to severe mus- 
cular strain than in normal men, and the 
ultimate effects are jnore prolonged and 
severe., There is reason to believe that 
for normi\l human activities an 'ath- 
letic' heart is ristinctly disadvantage- 
ous." 


This is not be to be regarded in any 
Avay as an attack upon exercise—not 
even on college athletic; but merely a 
protest against that one-sided form of 
competitive 
athletic which exalts per- 
scnad prowess and victory, and wholly 
lotes sight of the real aim of physical 
training—a sound body as the liabitation 
of a sound mind.—Good Hoaltli.

Remember always that with flies aa 
with all other evils prevention counts 
for more than any remedy. 


Keep your premises so clean that fliea 
Avill find no place to breed. If you have 
neighbors, 
interest 
them 
in 
keeping 
clean, too. Use outdoor fly traps. Screen 
the AvindoAvs and doors. 


If flies get inside, destroy them. Swat- 
ters are cheap and a good inexpensive 
poison for flies can be made by adding 
two tablespoonfuls of formalin to a mix- 
ture of one cup of milk and one cup of 
water. Partially fill a saucer with this, 
adding a feAv tiny islands of bread for 
the flies to rest on while they drink and 
leaA'e Avhere they are most apt to con- 
gregate, No other liquid or water should 
be available, else the fly will prefei 
something else to the poison. 


Purchase your food suppies of deab 
erH Avho tolerate no flies, nevertheléss, 
do not fail to wash thoroughly all fruits 
and gi'eens before using. 
Flies may 
have, come in contact with them some- 
Avliere along the route. Leave no invita- 
tions out in the form 
of 
uncovered 
foods. 
Screen the baby in his carriage 
and crib from flies. Plan to keep the in- 
sects eintirely away from ^ the helpless, 
the feeble and invalid.—Good Health.

bad pleaded with the Commissioner of Po- 
lice to take steps to chcck the ravages of 
the

Hand. 
For years he was 
'aughed at and told that "Black Hand" 
^as but a term coined by some sensational i part the little Italian squad played in 
i\-riter and alarmist who saw an oppor- 
tunity to turn out "yellow" and vari-hned 
copy that might appeal to a cla.ss which 
read with avidity all pertaining to crime 
nnd criminals. 


Black 
Hand 
heroes, the authorities 
held, were purely imaginary and afforded 
a good opportunity for writers of cheap 
fiction to ring an agreeable change on the 
bandits of the "Old Cap Collier" type. 
"Run along and attend to your work on 
the water front," was the advice given 
the highly conscientious and loyal Petro- 
sino, whose sole mission in life was to do 
well any and all tasks assigned him. 


Then came the serie.s of murders, kid- 
nappings and bomb explosions that made 
Ihe authorities nt Police 
Headquarters 
sit up and take notice. 
"Send for Petro- 
sino and see what he has to say about 
this," was the first cry, and accordingly 
]'etro5ino dropped his work of guarding 
Italian immigrants as they stepped from 
tteamsliips at the Battery, and reported 
to his superiors at Headquarters. 
These 
hurried 
summonses to Petrosino now 
^\•ere becoming of weekly occurrence. He 
knew what was required of him and lie 
ilso 
knew the almost 
insurmountable 
barriers and the perils that confronted 
him. 


From the day Pet.rasino was advanced 
from the grade of a roundsman to that of 
H detective his life was in constant dan- 
ger. 
In him the merciless Mano Nero 
recognized their most dreaded foe. Me 
had been 
marked for death scorcs ot 
times, but either the slayer had quaiicd 
before hTs task, or else the detective en- 
joyed a charmed life. 
Sooner or later 
death, and a violent one, must overtake 
bim. 
He knew this, for Petrosino at all 
times was a fatalist. 
His cowardly 
assassination in a public square in I'a' 
lermo, to which he had been lured by 
treachery, bore this out. 


He died as he had expected to. S, 
sure had he been of the futility of ward- 
ing off the inevitable that when the enc' 
came the great detective was unarmed 
Moreover,- the chambers of the one re 
rolver he bad packed in his baggage \\ ex- 
empty, nor could any cartridges be ionuu 


to assist him. 
That up to this time was 
tiie most capable and formidable "Ital- 
ian squad" ever sent out from Police 
Headquarters, temporary though it i^'as. 
The story of that crime mystery and the 


unravelling it, together with the mass 
of ei Jdence these detectives turned up 
to substantiate Petrosiuo's claims of the 
existence of the Black 
Hand in this 
country and its connection 
with the 
parent organization in Italy, lias been 
told in previous chapters. 
Suffice it to 
say the squad was disbanded early in- 
March of the same year, and tbe Italian 
policemen who did such valiant se^^•ice 
liere were sent back to their precincts. 
Once more Petrosino was compelled to 
"go it alone." 


Peti^osino went back to his work at 
the Battery and Micelli returned to his 
uptown 
detail. 
But in making 
their 
house to liouse canvass through I.ittle 
Italy in search of cIcavs to the mur- 
dfe-er of the aged jeweller, Weissbard. 
Petrosino came into possession of facts 
which provided him with intimate knowl- 
edge of the various groups of Calabrian 
blackmailers that were firmly entrenched 
rhroughout tbe Italian section. 
He knew 
the principals or leaders of these groups, 
and "he also knew their agents and opera- 
tives. 
All these facts he carefully re- 
corded and stored away for future refer- 
ence, for he kuew the time was not far 
distant when work far more serious and 
perilous than any he bad yet undertaken 
would have to be faced. 
He had traced 
these groups through Hester and Eliza- 
beth streets, and be had established the 
coniiecting links between these and the 
unes that had sprung up in Bleecker 
street. 
He only 
awaited the official 
ordfr detailing him to round up these 
criminals, although the seeming apathy 
at Headquarters gave him Tittle encour- 
agement.

was not' until the great 
sti-ike 
among the Italian laborers employed in 
constructing New York city's first sub- 
way that this squad was reassembled un- 
der Petrosino's command. 
Threats to 
dj'namite that portion of the big timnel 
i then nearing completion had been made 
freely, and for a time capital and labor 
i stood poised on tlie brink of 'what pro- 
I mised to be the most serious conflict "ever 
waged here. 
This, too, was in 1903, and 
in searchir-C the records of ÍPetrosiuo it 
will be .seen what splendid work -was dono 
^ by Micelli, Casassa, "Joe" Diglio and Car- 
rao in helping tbeir chief to uut down 
this uprising. 
To ascertain just the'part 
Petrosino played, however, it will be 
necessary to search the police files, for 
he was innately modest, to say the least. 


The early part of 1904 Petrosino and 
Micelli devoted to investigating the an- 
archistic bands that were infesting Pat- 
erson, N. J., aud New York city. The 
Italian detective came face to face with 
a new peril during this period and one 
graver in many respects even than the 
Black Hand. In the jattèr case be was 
combating 
men 
whose 
national 
man- 
ners and custoDQs lie knew and whose 
haunts he bad discovered after years of 
secret 
investigation. 
The anarchists, 
on the other bánd, were cpmposèd of per- 
sons of many nationalities and. in most 
cases possessed . of an,. intelligence far 
above that of the. rank and .file, of the 
Mano Nero.

So dangerous was this work. that for. 
the most part Petrosino, despite the gréât 
confidence he bad in him, . rarely told 
Micelli the exact nature of the work they 
were engaged, uppu.- ^Iicei¿, would be as- 
signed to dp certain things, such as trail- 
ing persons his chief designated.

Just what prompted this spirit of an- 
tagonism has never been made clear, un- 
less it was that the all 7)o\verful "sys- 
tem" realized tliat in Petrosino it saw a 
man who could never be made to do its 
bidding. 
It was clear that 
Petrosino 
Avas not in favor with that class of in- 
spection district and prccinct command- 
ers belonging to the old school, who have 
.since either retired to lives of luxurious 
ease or died leaving lai-ge estates behind 
them. 


There were no rooms set aside for Pe- 
trosino and his squad at Police Head- 
quarters. 
There -was no room, was the 
explanation vouchsafed. 
Neither 
were 
Petrosino and his men permitted to at- 
tend the d-a^iy '"'line-up" tliat they^might 
familiarize themselves with the features 
of the crop of criminals and suspects 
snared in the police dragnet. 
Such a 
privilege would have proved of inestima- 
ble value to the Italians, but there Avas, 
apparently,' none powerful 
enough at 
Headquarters to make this possible. 


A homeless, drifting little band of out- 
casts it Tvas that went prowling through 
the purlieus of Little Italy, meeting, here, 
there and everywhere, but ceaselessly 
toiling to do the bidding of its chief, 
who, whil'e chafing under the injustice 
of it all,, bore himself, with the same 
manly 
dignity 
that 
ha,d marked his 
course. since the day he donned a uni- 
foim. 


Petrosino divided his-squad into sub^ 
divisions, and in this way the districts he 
had under surveillance were never from 
under the watchful eye of,his men., After 
drifting around for several mon^s Pe- 
trpsino hired 
little roapi at No. 176 
Waveriey place, a quiet section vpf Old 
Greenwich. . Village. 
The office was 
rented ostensibly, for the purpose of con- 
ducting a real estete business, and a, sign 
to this.effect was placed in its wihdoW- 
rHere^fot>^ time the detectives met 
and conferred with their chiefs, all mòre 
or less'rbughlyx'garbed, for thé work they 
had to do'took them among the roughest 
element in the, city, and disguised as la- 
borers they stood far better chances of 
mingling unobseiwed among the men 
they were spying upon. 
-From the first' Petrosino ascertained 
that.other-men.in the Police Departmout- 
had been detailed to watch him and his 
men. ; ;There wei'6 certain politicians in 
the city who Avere bitterly opposed to

moment Priolo was photographed he tto« 
kept under constant surveillance. 


In a few weeks Petrosino's sospîcîoas 
were confirmed. 
The Italian authoritie« 
sent back a photograph of the man stia- 
pected, sfogether with his criminal record 
in Italy, which was a long one. 
Petro- 
sino made arrangements to set his trap 
tail one of his men to a particular piece 
for the Mafia agent and his assistant» 
of work he A\'ould send that detective a A^-ere told to bring him to Headquarter« 
telegram instructing him to meet him at 
a certain time aud place. 
In such in- 
stances the recipient of this telegram 
had no idea of the work ahead, and this 
was as Petrosino intended it should be, 
for then he did not know whom to trust 
or suspect. 
But to the credit of the men 
who worked with the now famous de- 
tective It can be said with all truth thai: 
they were loyal and true to a man. There 
never was a suspicion of treachery in 
that little band of zealots, for they well 
realized that in union alone lay their 
strength and safety. 


The GreeuAvieh neighbors of Petro- 
sino 
soon 
became 
suspicious of the 
rough looking men who came and left 
Oie "real estate" office at all hours of 
day and night.

What had not been carted j 
away was destroyed, aud in consequence 
the place was a veritable wreck. 


The outcasts next found themselves 
housed in a little second floor room in 
Lafayette street near Houston street. 
There they'remained until Police Head- 
quarters was transferred from the old 
buikling in Mulberi-y street to its près-- 
ent palatial quarters iu Centré street. 
The squad had been so active and per- 
formed such splendid service in spite of 
its handicaps that recognition uo longer 
could be denied i t Consequently, when 
new headquarters were opened rooms 
were set aside for Petrosino and his 
Italian squad/ 
Merit ^Iodlq won this 
victory and already the "system" was 


at the earliest opportunity. 


Two detectives started out to arrest 
Priolo, and as they neared his home they 
were startled to see two men facing 
each other from opposite sides of thi 
street, each firing at the other as rapidly 
as his revolver could be discharged. At 
a glance they realized they were wit- 
nesses to a Black Hand duel and, further, 
that one of the principals was Priolo, 
the man they were seeking. 
The other 
combatant proved to be Kocco Maltese. 
In all a dozen shots were exchanged, and 
Hester and Grand streets, ihe scene oí 
the conflict, Avere in an uproar. 


When the smoke of battle cleared away 
it was found that a young girl had been 
dangerously wounded, a bullet having 
lodged in her side. 
Mickey Volpi, three 
years old, Avas shot in the groin and died 
soon afterward. 
Priolo fell, pierced bj 
several bullets, and died before, the de- 
tectives could reach his side.' The little 
girl recovered after a lingering illness ir 
a hospital. 
Maltese escaped'and it wai 
later learned that ho fled, to Italy, wher« 
all trace of him was lost. 


When General 
Bingham 
took- com- 
mand of New York's army of police he 
readily recognized the value of the. Ital- . 
ian squad. 
Froin that day its status 
changed, agd the slurs that had been 
heaped upon it, if made at all, were 
made in secret, for none at Headquarters 
dared to offer affrout to Petrosino. and 
tho metí' under him. 
Bingham contended

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ARTIFICIAL POLUNAHON OF CORN

In natural wind 
pollination of corn, the pollen Is blow- 
ing about the field for a period of a 
week or ten days, during which time 
the drifting pollen falls on the suc- 
cessive silks as they appear. 
In arti- 
ficial pollination, if but a single appli- 
cation of the pollen Is made, naturally 
only those silks will 
be 
pollinated 
which happen to be developed and re- 
ceptive at the time. 
The consequence 
is a "nubbin" ear. 
For this reason, 
the .came^ear is usually gone over by 
the pollinator two or three times, In 
order to secure the successful pollina- 
tion <-if the greatest possible number 
of silks. 


In the method devised by the writer, 
it i.c? believed that a greater number of 
silks can be reached in one pollination, 
and that the danger of contamination 
from 
foreign 
pollen 
is 
practically 
eliminated. 
The pollen is applied to 
the silks by means of a common in- 
sert powder "gun" or spring blower. 


The blower is filled 
with-anthers 
and pollen from the sack taken from 
thp tassel, the latter being bent over 
nnd 
rapped 
sharply 
to 
secure 
the 
shaking off of the loose anthers and 
pollen. 
In the sack the pollen is. of 
course, mixed with the mas» of empty 
anthers from which it has been shed. 
No special 
care, 
however, 
need be 
taken to get the pollen separated from 
the anthers. 
By having the nose of 
the blower cut down to a length of 
half an inch, any anthers which may 
chance to clog the nozzle can easily be 
pushed out with a pin. 
As a matter of 
fact, for the most part the blast ex- 
pels pollen and anthers together with- 
out difficulty. 


It is absolutely necessary to adopt 
some 
method 
of 
killing 
the 
pollen 
grains left after one pollination before 
proceeding to the next plant. 
Simple 
washing of the hands In alcohol 
is 
sufficient 
to 
Insure 
the 
killing 
of 
all the pollen grains that may adhere 
to them. 


Pollination of corn by the us« of a 
camel's-hair 
brush Is slow and 
te- 
dious, it is diflRcult to reach all of the 
silks rapidly and satisfactorily, and the 
surfaces of the silks have to be con- 
tinually touched. 
Pollination by sim- 
ply shaking 
or 
pouring 
the pollen 
from the sack upon the silks is waste- 
ful, the pollen cannot be directed at ' 
will, and it is impossible to reach a!! 
of the silks 
with 
certainty. 
Aside 
from the ease with which sterilization . 
can be effected, the blower method is 
decidedly superior to any other meth- 
od known to the writer of artificially 
pollinating corn, 
in that the 
pollen 
i.s much 
more economically and «f- 
fectively used. 


THE CULTIVATION OF VETCH 


The Experience of Farmers Show That All Kinds of Stock Will Eat Vetch 
and That By Proper Inoculation and Seeding It Can Be Grown'Success- 
fully On All Ordinary Soils in the Southern and South Atlantic States.

Vetch should occupy an fmportftnt 
place in the agriculture of thOH« states 
where It can be raised with success. 
In four years' comparison» on over 
800 fields, vetch has consistently made 
heavier 
growths 
and 
greater 
yields 
than crimson clover, red clover, 
or 
bur clover, although under favorable 
conditions these have done well. 


Vetoh Is high in protein content, is 
a good hay, pasture, and soiling crop, 
and its more general growth 
would

aid 
in 
the 
development of the live 
stock Industry and remove much of 
existing necessity for buying hay. 
v'ctch is used as a cover crop to pre- 
vent the leaching and washing of soils. 
Like all legumes. It li^iproves land by 
adding nitrogen and organic 
matter 
to the soils. 
As it grows through the 
winter and spring and may be har- 
vested in time to plant corn or cow- 
peas on the same land, it should ba 


used In building up impoverished soils 
and in rnalntalnlng the 
productivity 
of the land. 
The vetch crop does not 
require horse or man labor at any

time when this is needed for the cow- 
pea crop, except possibly at the har- 
vest time of cowpea hay. 


Theie are many kinds of vetch, but 


only three are cultivated to any extent 
in this country—these are the nar^pw- 
leaved 
vetch, 
English, 
Oregron 
or 
common 
vetch, 
and hairjr or 
sand 
vetch. 
The native or narrow-leaved 
veteh* is hardy, grows erect when the 
plants are close together, and matures 
earlier than the other varieties. When 
ripe the pods burst opfen and seqttter 
the seed. 


Common vetch resembles the nar- 
row'leaved variety, but grosvs larger 
and does not shed its seed so readily.

When the land is suit- 
able, well Inoculated, and fairly fer- 
tile, common vetch does well, and be- 
cause It Is earlier, more easily handled, 
and less expensive 
In seeding it 
is 
preferred to hairy vetch, but for gen- 
eral purposes it Is not so successful. 
Vetch can be used for hay, pasture, 
soiling, silage, honey production, and 
soil Improvement.

RAISING THE CALVES PROFERLY 


By O. H. SŒLES. 


The success of 
the 
dairy 
farmer 
depends to no slight extent upon the 
careful rearing of the calvesi 
This is 
especially true since dairy cows have 
reached 
their 
present 
high 
market 
price. 
Most farmers begin with ordi- 
nary cows or the best they can get 
close at home. 
As a rule this is the 
best plan to follow. 
The development 
of a high class herd from these will 
depend largely upon three things: 


1. 
The careful selection of 
Indi- 
vidual cows. 


2. 
The use of a pure bred sire. 


3. 
The careful raising of the hei- 
fer calves from the best cows. 


The cow should be in good fiesh 
at calving time for the best results 
in milk. 
She should be dry six weeks. 
During the pasturing season there is 
no better plan than to leave her in 
the pasture, of course under observa- 
tion, until the calf Is born. 


The dairy calf is ordinarily raised 
by hand since the mllfc of' the dairy 
cow is usually worth so much more 
than the calf that it requires the first 
consideration. 
It is a well established 
fact that a calf raised on sklm-mllk 
Is as good as one nursed by Its mother. 
In 
localities 
familiar 
with 
dairying 
this is well understood, but in other 
places Is virtually unknown, 
and 
a 
strong prejudice exists against feed- 
ing sklmmilk on account of the un- 
healthy and 
undersized 
calves 
that 
have been raised in this way. 
Such 
calves are the victims of ignorance or 
carelessness. 
The 
sklmmilk 
calf 
properly raised differs little, If any, 
in siae, quality, thrift, and value from 
the same animal when raised by the 
cow. 
The poor results which havii 
so often followed the feeding of skim- 
milk 
have 
been 
due 
to ^ the 
faulty 
methods, and not because the cream 
which has been taken out 1« of so 
much importance to the calf. 
Skim- 
mllk does not differ from whole milk 
except in butter fat content. 
Where 
whole milk Is used the problem Is to 
raise the calf by using as little milk 
as possible. 
It is Important that the 
calf be fed milk while it is young, but 
where milk is scarce or expensive they 
may be raised from three months on 
with substitutes. 


While the question as to whether 
calves should be dropped in the fall 
or spring may be decided by special 
conditions, on the whole, fall calves 
have superior advantages. 
They come 
at such a time that work Is not ur- 
gent and they can have the best at- 
tention of the farmer or 
dairyman. 
The disadvantages of winter feeding 
are more than offset by hot weather 
and annoyance from 
flies. 
The fall 
calf is weaned in the spring and can 


be put on grass without further at- 
tention, while the spring calf goes on 
drj' feed when weaned. 
For tha flr$t 
three months it does not matter maté* 
rially whether calves are eating hay 
or pasture, but the second six month* 
they will do better on grass tha« any 
other 
ration. 
OrdinazUy 
th» 
eovf 


which calves in the fall will produce 
a greater yield during the year as th« 
summer 
grass 
stimulates 
secretion 
during the latter part of lactation. 


The cairs quarters ahonld not ha 
allowed to accumulate a lot of damp, 
dirty materials as this is almdst sura 
to result in sickness and bad results. 
The bedding should be abundant a&dl 
changed 
often. 
In 
order that 
the 
pens 
or stalls 
be 
kept 
clean 
they 
should be in the choicest part of tha 
barn where sunshine and light 
are 
abundant. 
In summer they should 
have access to a pasture where there 
is plenty of shade. 


Where valuable calves are raised it 
is advisable to have a separate pen 
for each animal. 
Calves should 
ba 
fed in a stanchion. 
The most com- 
mon trouble in calf raising is scours, 
or indigestion. 
This Is brought on by 
over-feeding, feeding sour or old milk, 
cold milk, and dirty pails, troughs or 
stalls. 
Success depends largely upon 
the ability of the feeder to prevent 
scours. 
It la easier to prevent scours 
than it is to cure them. 
By watching 
the small points and keeping condi- 
tions right success will take the plaos 
of failure. 


Grape juice Is increasing in popu- 
larity, both because of its delicious 
flavor 
and its non-intoxicating 
qual- 
ity 
It is a matter of but a short time 
until grape juice will be as much of 
a staple In every farm home as are 
jellies 
and 
preserves. 
Sweet 
apple 
cider has as much claim for popu- 
larity as has grape Juice, and com- 
bined with Its value In the form of 
vinegar, cider is of much more im- 
portance. 
A cider press should form 
a part of the equipment of every or- 
chard.

As to the economic status of 
the

neling by the shifting of earth parti-

aeration of the 
soil and favors the entrance of water 
from the surface. 
It also mixes the 
soil and subsoil, carrying humus far- 
ther down and bringing the subsoil 
nearer the surface, where Its elements 
of plant food may be made available. 


Tlie mole has also a 
commercial 
value, as in recent years, owing to the 
gradually decreasing number of wild 
fnr-bearlng animals, moleskins 
have 
found a ready market. 
It Is signifi- 
cant of our lack of attention to small 
business matters, however, that Amer- 
ican moleskins are not quoted or of- 
fered on the markets. 
All the skins

imported 
from Europa. 
Auction 
lists of

dealers In London show

more 
than 8,000,000 moleskins were sold In

As the price of labor

HINTS FOR DAIRYMEN. 


Have the doors and gates around 
the dairy barn wide enough to allow 
the biggest cow in the herd to pass 
through with plenty of room to spare.

PRESERVATION OF POULTRY MANURE 


One of the most valuable by-prod- 
ucts of any live-stock Industry is the 
manure. 
Its proper care and use is 
one of the distinguishing features of a 
successful stock farm. 
The high nit- 
rogen 
content 
of 
poultry 
droppings 
make them 
in certain respects 
the 
most valuable of farm manures. 


Poultry manure contains more nit- 
rogen than any other farm manure, 
because in birds the excretion of the 
kidneys is voided in solid form (uric 
a d d ) 
with 
the 
undigested 
portions 
of the food. 
This form of nitrogen 
is easily available to plants. 
Unfor- 
tunately, 
however, 
it is not 
stable. 
Putrifactive 
processes 
easily 
change 
it to anr^-onia compounds, and Unless 
special care is taken of the droppings 
one-third to one-half of the nitrogen 
passes off as ammonia gas.

The mechanical condition of poultry 
manure is poor. It is apt to be sticky 
when fresh and lumpy when dry. 
Used alone it is a one-sided nitrogen- 
ous fertilizer. 
As usually managed, 
one-half or more of its nitrogen is

lost, so that as ordinarily used it does 
not carry so great an excess of nitroy 
gen. 
Because of its excess of nitro- 
gen it will be much more economically 
used in connection with manures car- 
rying phosphoric acid and potash. 
As 
both acid phosphate and kainit prevent 
the loss of nitrogen, it is possible to 
use them in connection with sawdust, 
good dry loam or peat so as to make 
a well balanced fertilizer. 
A mixture 
of 
80 
pounds 
poultry 
manure, 
10 
pounds sawdust, 16 pounds acid-phos- 
phate, and g pounds of kalnlt would 
carry about .25 per cent nitrogen, 4.5 
per cent phosphoric acid, and 2 per 
cent potash, which, used at the rate of 
2 tons per acre, would furnish BO 
pounds 
nitrogen, 
186 
pounds 
phos- 
phoric acid, and 80 pounds potash. 


The 
treated 
droppings 
should 
be 
well 
sheltered 
until 
time 
to 
apply 
them to the land, that Is, shortly be- 
fore plowing. 
Any form of 
shelter 
may be used. 
For a temporary plant, 
or for a small farm, a small wooden 
building or a bin In a larger building 
will suffice ; but for a large, perman- 
ent poultry plant a cement 
manure 
shed or tank is advisable. 
The Maine 
Station 
poultry 
manure 
shed 
is 
so 
excellent a building that it will be 
described 
here. 
The shed 
is 
laxg« 
enough to accommodate the droppings 
from 1,000 birds for a period of one 
year, and the droppings collected from 
the range where 3,000 chicks are an- 
nually reared. 


The Inside 'measurements of this 
shed are 13x7 ft. 
It Is 6 ft. high 
at the eaves and 
8 ft. 2 In. to 
the peak of the roof. The droppings 
are thrown in through trap doors in 
the roof, and taken out from 
end 
which is removable. 
The other three 
walls, thé floor and the foundation 
axe cement, 
The gables are board. 


and the gable at the plank 
(remov- 
able) end of the shed is also remov- 
able to give more room when shoveling 
the manure into carts. 
It is held in 
place by hooks. 


The plates and rafters are of 2x4 
in. timbers. 
Inch boards are used for 
roof boards, gables, etc. 
The roof Is 
covered with roofing paper. 
The two 
trap doors are also covered with this 
roofing. 
These doors are 2 ft. 4 In. x 2 
ft. 10 In., and fit over a frame in the 
roof, to whioh they are hinged at the 
top. 
A wide raised walk, 
gradually 
Inclined so the end of it is only 1 ft. 
8 In. from the eaves, is very 
con- 
venient from which to reach the doors 
with the baskets of droppings.

Mosquitoes can breed only in waten 
notwithstanding 
the i^any 
popular 
statements 
to

contrary. 
The 
Whole structure of the youngjmosquito 
fits it for a life only in water. 
80 in 
combating^ mosquitoes, 
the 
obvious 
remedy is to remove the breeding- 
places. No pool or collection of water 
is too small or too filthy to serve such 
a purpose. ^ The only requisite is that 
it",be stagrnant and that It. remain 
permanent long enough for the mos- 
quito "wrigglers" to reach full growth. 
Care mu«t be used therefore in search, 
ing for breading places so as not to 
overlook some of the ^ smaller onesT

Olive oil has not secured the same 
hold on the American public and oil 
manufacturing 
is not 
profitable 
ex- 
cept in connection 
with 
the 
pickle 
business, the smaller and less desir- 
able berries being utilized for 
this 
purpose. 
Practically 
all 
of the 
oil 
now manufactured in California is 
by-product merely of the olive pick- 
ling Industry. 
The resulting product 
is an oil of very high quality, but the 
Amercans are not yet an oil consum- 
ing people. 


In considering 
the future 
of. the 
olive business it must be borne 
in 
mind that the olive is a real food 
and that an acre of olive trees will 
produce more in food value than the 
same 
land 
devoted 
to 
almost 
any 
other crop. 
When we contemplate the 
vast extent of the olive industry in 
the old world and the importance of 
the olive and its products to the food 
supply, 
especially 
of 
the 
countries 
bordering the Mediterranean, we caA- 
not fail to be impressed with the pos- 
Bibilities of this crop in the limited 
sections of this country suited to its 
culture. 


The area that will produce olives 
in this country is limited practically 
to portions of California and it seems 
extremely improbable that the olive 
business can ever be overdone here. 
The best authorities of today agree 
that among the fruit products of Cal- 
ifornia none offer great promise than 
this.

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The Opening of the Canal 


Not even tho gigantic conflict now engaging the na- 


tions of Europe can obscure popular interest in the open- 
ing of the Panama canal for traffic which becomes an ac- 
complished fact today. It is true that the formal and cere- 
monial opening of the big waterway will not occur for 
Borne months, and that, for the present, traffic is to be re- 
stricted to vessels which can navigate in a thirty-foot 
stage of water. These, however, comprise so large a pro- 
portion of the world's commerce that to all intents and 
purposes the present opening Of the gates signalizes the 
practical dedication of the canal to the world's shipping. 


It is the realization of the world's dream of ages. It 


is the successful culmination of transportation plans- 
evolved years ago, halted by earlier failure but never en 
tirely abandoned. The w^rld was waiting for the tre- 
mendous accomplishment the brains, the men, the money 
and the persistence of the United States have now 
achieved. 
The great waterway stands today as tin- 


world's mightiest combination o1i science, calculation, au- 
dacity, confidence, toil and A'ictory over obstacles. 


Who can measure the significance of the opening of 


the Panama waterway? 
Ambitious as have been the 


dreams, roseate as have been the forecasts and great as 
have been the prophecies, it, is probable that all will be far 
eclipsed by actual development in the use of the canal b\ 
Vie world's shipping as the years unfold. 


While formal expression of disapproval has not yet 


been given, it is known in Washington that, the admin- 
istration is strongly opposed to the Moating of war loans in 
the United States for the benefit of any of the European 
powers now at war. The position is manifestly in line 
tvith the proclamation of neutrality issued by the United 
States, but more than that, it may prove powerful as a 
peace agency. War must end when money is exhausted 
and avenues for securing more funds are dosed. There 
should be no disposition in the United States to unneces- 
sarily capitalize the misfortunes of other nations at this 
Juncture. 


The federal investigation into the recent advance in 


the price of foodstuffs has been launched with a vigor that 
Indicates a disposition to get quickly to the bottom of the 
matter. The results are certain to be gratifying. If the 
remarkable jump has been a legitimate one, the skirts of 
those responsible will be cleared of some mighty unpleas- 
ant charges. If, however, as is popularly supposed, the ad- 
vance is merely an instance of speculative hoggishness, it 
cannot be maintained against the storm of popular indig- 
nation that has been stirred up. In either event the out- 
come is certain to be worth while. 


Closely following recent arrests for alleged civil service 


frauds in Indiana, the civil service commission has just 
succeeded in convicting a Virginia postmaster of having 
Supplied in advance to applicants examination questions 
Upon which their test was to be made. A good many lib- 
jerties of one sort and another are taken with civil service 
regulations nowadays, but it is .gratifying to note that 
.there are reallylimits which it is not safe to pass in the 
phase for public position.

that it did not advance the cost of liv- 
iner there were no dead to bury and no 
blood to shed. .Tint how lona it mieht 
hove been wajrod is a matter of specu- 
lation. probably as lone as the nmmi'- 
nitfon lasted, and there was plenty of 
that ripht at hand, for these soldiers 
used pears which they flung at the 
enemy.

county erected and dedicated It* fourth 
court house—the building which 
im- 


mediately preceded the present magnifi 
cent structure. In 1858 n levy of 15 cents 
«m each 0100 of taxable property ha 
been made for a fund to build a- court 
house which "should last for a century, 
ut least." 
In the following year the 


levy was increased to 20 cents, and plans 
were asked for. The accepted design 
v.'as prepared by Edwin May, of Indian- 
apolis, and on January 12, 1SUO, the 
contract was let to Samuel Edsall, Vir- 
gil XI. Klmball, Ochmig Bird and Louis 
Wblke (Samuel Edsall & Co.) for $03,- 
K13, although tho builder was D. J. 
Silver. 
Extras, for which allowances 


were made, increased tho cost to $74,271. 
and the furnishings and the equipment 
brought the total outlay to $78,000. Be- 
for tho completion of tho building, 3Ir. 
Kdsall sold hi* interest in the contract 
to John Brown and Virgil M. KimbalL 


The cornerstone of the building was 


laid with Masonic ceremonies May 1, 
1881, 6ol D. Bayless, past •grand master, 
officiating."1

The board of commission- 


ers accepted the building July 23, 1862. 
It was in use thirty-five years. 


The court house was built of brick, 


•with stone trimmings.

The withdrawal of silver from circula- 
tion made, the system necessary, lnit its

Some of them 
feared to be known an leader*, as they felt thev would 
be marked men; but th« greatest obstacle was tbe 
nf confidence in one another existing amoug the bovs 
ami their uncertainty as to the amount of co-operation 
and loyalty they coultl rely upon. 


.While many of the owners wern big enough to look 


ujwn the move an a legitimate, one. others tried In numer- 
ous ways, and with various degrees "t 
MICCI-BS, to intimidate the players. The 
early part: of the construction period 
was, therefore, « most discouraging 
one, and but for tin: determined effort 
of ten or twelve game fighters tin/ 
movement must necessarily have failed. 
These hoys bellewd iu their comrades 
and rcftwi-d nl*si>lutrly to allow that 
faith to become In'the slightest degree 
nffotted. They could see Into the future 
nml knew that In llmo the rest, would 
realize the strength of the combination, 
and then the permanency of the fra- 
ternity would be assured. 


To tlu- pvcrliistlng credit of these 


boys be It said -Hint they were stars of 
the first water, to whom tbe organiza- 
tion could never be of the slightest 
benefit, but, who realized thn holpleas 
condition of the mediocre players and 
were eager to help thorn. 


The first accompllslirauut of any 


moment was the gaining of recognition 
from the njagnutes and the procuring 
of a more equitable, form of playing 
contract. 
Last fall we presented n 


petition to the National Commission 
aud the National,Board, and after con- 
jlderable reluctance these bodies finally 
decided to hear a committee from the 
fraternity. Accordingly, John r. Henry, 
Ilay W. Collins, Jacob K. Daubert, 
John Miller, Edward M. Reulbach and 
the writer, the officers of our organiza- 
tion, met the organized ball represent- 
atives at Cincinnati on January C and 
entered into an agreement, now known 
as the "Cincinnati," or "fraternity," 
agreement. 


This accomplishment established us 


as a factor In organized baseball, luiU. 
Players all over tbe country expressed 
an eagerness to affiliate with us. We 
now have a membership of 8<Ki in the 
National, American, International and 
Western leagues and the American and 
Southern associations. Only four tennis 
Irom the Western League are at present 
with us, due to the fnct that we have- 
but recently begun to organize thnt 
league. 
By the end of the season, 


icwever, the Western and also the 
,'aciflc Coast League will be strength- 
ned—Scs Coast League will be enrolled 
rith practically their entire strength. 
The statement has gone broadcast

•we have at least ninety per cent, and perhapt 
ninety-five per cent, of them. Some .of those not 
enrolled we do not want «u account of theii 
behavior on the diamond or because, they try tc 
"run with the hare and tarry with, the hound.' 
Some have been expelled, while others simplj 
do not care to join. Tills, of course, is their owi 
lookout. We naturally want all eligible players 
to join with us. and we cannot see why anj 
would be willing to accept the benefits of what 
the fraternity has accomplished without givlns 
It their support, but this question they must 
answer for thetn^lves. 
There never will b« 


enough of this kind; of players to hurt us, and 
we shall not adopt any coercive niet&ods. 


Our organization staaids for the uplift of ilia 


game. We desire to obtain better pUyring condi- 
tions; to improve the conduct of tbe ptoyers, both 
on and off the field; io preserve the obligation 


, of contracts, both of rtfayer al"l owner; to ob- 


'• tain thn fairest contract possible for the player 


and to be of financial assistance to worthy In- 
digent players and their families. The salary 
question we cannot touch; that must always be. 
a question, for negotiation between the magnate 
and the pluyer. 


We haven't the slightest d&sire to run base- 


ball aud have committed no -act which could 
justly gh'c rise to this recent allegation of a 
well known mogul. We know wej are not in any 
sense qualified, but simply because we insist 
that agreements with us shall be lived up to is 
no Indication that we are encroaching upon the 
prerogatives of the magnates. We do, however, 
feef (nullified to take care of the business end 
o-f the player's relations with the magnate, and 
we know of no valid reason why we should not 
be pertnlttad to do so. 


Though n majority of these young nien hart 


.„ not had the advantages of a college training, 
3 many of them are men. of education and intelli- 


gence. They are thoroughly familiar, of at least 
as familiar an the average mnn, with principles 
of government, the rights of man. the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the constitution of the 
United States: yes, aud they also know tbe evil 
•jffects of the navigation nets and of the prin- 
ciple of taxation without representation. 
It 


could hardly be expected that men of this kind 


would long submit to being wards of 
organized ball and to having their busi- 
ness affairs administered through the 
principles of paternalism by a faction 
which through long years had been 
faithless to Its trust 


We do not for a moment wish to be 


understood to say that «11 club owner« 
are dishonest or that every player is a 
saint. Among the promoters are many 
high toned gentlemen of the strictest 
business integrity. 


The trouble in the Kraft case wag 


brought about by what the players felt 
was an attempt to sidetrack the fra- 
ternity agreement Two of the clauses 
of that agreement read as follows:— 


"Kighteenth—Before a major league 


player shall be released outright or un- 
der an optional agreement to clns« A 
or a lower classification his services 
shall first be tendered to all class AA 
clubs at u price not to exceed $1,000 
and then to all class A clubs at a price 
not to exceed 5750. If he be a drafted 
player the club from which he in 
drafted shall have a prior claim to all 
other clubs in its classification^ 


"Twenty-first—The 
provisions ol 


this agreement shall take precedence 
over any conflicting baseball legislation 
or clause of a player's contract." 


Kraft was a major league player bo 


longing to Brooklyn. Brooklyn secured 
major league waivers and sent him to 
Newark, an AA classification club. 
There Kraft signed nu absolutely bind- 
ing contract for the remainder of the 
season. The National Commission then 
iuterposed, nullified the Newark con- 
tract and ordered the player, by virtue 
of an old section of the national agree- 
ment, which had been superseded by 
our agreement, to report to Nashville, 
where his salary would he cut $150 per 
month. We immediately questioned the 
justice, of the clecisu i. 


After attempting for five weeks to 


have it reversed, d. -ing which time the 
player w,-us suspended without-pay, and 
nfter sending, without avail, a state- 
ment of the case to the president of 
every club in the National, American 
and International leagues, we found 
ourselves in a position where we either 
had to fight or quit. The successful 
player Is essentially, a scrapper—u...i is 
one of the first requisites of an athlete. 
It is a foregone conclusion what he will 
do. Inspired by the feeling expressed 
by Benjamin Franklin in tbe words, 
"Gentlemen, we must all hang together 


t or we will all Imng separately," the

He did not under- 
stand the neirro help, that he was forced 
to employ, and they imposed on him 
woefully. 
He gave them credit for be- 


iftC Mmi morally to the white man, and 
wn«n M a«tvane«d Stun a week's wages 
arid ca,vo him leave of absence that he 
might attend the funeral of his grand- 
mother he could not understand why 
Sam did not return. 


Still, I am convinced that 
father 


would have won out on the farm, in spite 
of everything, if he had settled in the 
rifkt location. By this I mean good land 
«1r*tdy in cultivation, and within easy 
r«*c'.i of railroad transportation. Ifather 
tried t» bo- cheap land and ignored the 
fact that It is cheaper to purchase Innd 
already improved than it is to improve 
it jrouriclf, *Ten though the improved 
land may cost more in the first place;

At the root of 
it all lies his Interest in the development

of work. Never tuiiid whether you. have 
what you call your full share in it; never 
mind whether you are getting what you 
feel to be your full measure of credit. 
Have the single purpose of getting the 
work done, of seeing that every proper 
means is employed to do it better than 
it ever has been done hcforf, nnd forget 
yourself, the credit you wi!l receive, the 
relation you will personally occupy to 
your work: and if you will do that I will 
give you my word yon will have accom- 
plished for yourself the greatest possi- 
ble good. Men will have an eye to yonr 
capacities and characteristics; their ob- 
servation will he far sharper than you 
will guess, and when the overseeing eye 
finds the man who is interested iu the 
job more than in himself .jat man will 
be marked for promotion and better 
things."

Vanderlip is fully conscious that the 


business man of the country bears n 
grave responsibility; the responsibility 
of continuing to pull American business 
out of the mire in which it had been 
driven by its fricnde nnd its enemies. 
Every one is glad that the muckraking 
period is over and done with and that 
the constructive era is upon us. 
It is 


pretty generally understood that higher 
business ethics are necessary t our com- 
mercial conduct, and that these arc ar- 
riving like emigrants of note from a dis- 
tant shore. 
Everybody recognizes thut 


purer and more generous personal mo- 
tives are needed to insure a greater jus- 
tice to all concerned. In a single phrase, 
Frank Vnnderlip believes that the time 
has coroe for the -business man to wake 
up to his opportunities and broaden out 
into the field where he can usurp some 
of the duties of the modern university. 
If business is not to he educative it be- 
comes sordid, nnd sordidness goes back- 
ward. In his book, "Business nnd Edu- 
cation," he says:— 


"The mental equipment of n business 


has developed into an economic science 
based upon the broad needs of society, 
nnd that it has ceased to be a mere pcr- 
souul matter of sale and purchase. There 
are many other factors involved thua 
those existing between the man who has 
u need and he who possesses a supply, 
nnd Frank Vanderlip knows this almost 
by instinct 
He has the inspirational 


type of mitid that leaps beyond the out- 
ward and visible sign to the potentiali- 
ties iu the background. Some men call 
this "vision," others class it as "caution." 
I'm not particular, but it seems to me to 
be more the reflection of intelligent rea- 
Boning. Then we came to the matter of 
business regulation by federal or State 
authority. 


"Wlieu a matter becomes tt question 


of public importance, where the wel- 
fare of the community is affected, there 
must of .necessity be some functioning | 
control," he observed. 
"Now, railroads 


are vital factors in the national life, and 
so the wise man looks to the safeguard- 
ing of thcso arteries of communication. 
We all know rebates are wrong, as hurt-

That of the individual members of the 
community, says Vanderiip. What's the 
difference in motive, he wants to know, 
between the m»n who scolds a railroad 
director for -skulduggery while beating 
the street car company out of a nickel 
and the director who hurries to beat his 
confrere to the telephone to Ret en option 
on the land the road has just voted to 
buy for n new depot? Crooked personal 
motives ruined Xinoveh, Babylon, Rome. 


Vanderlip sees that business of to-day 


penalized through its corporate life by 
unjust treatment? Such things are prod- 
ucts of the era in which they occur. 
It 


is not denied that there have been grave 
and even neinous business abuses, but 
surely that is uo reason for the govern- 
ment to pursue dishonest and unjust 


of j methods 
in 
correcting 
them.

wrongs don't make a right. 
1 know of 


instances 
where the government

ridden roughshot. over ordinary com- 
mon principles o! justice in a manner 
that would have entailed the arrest of

tional City Bank. "Well, we live and 
lenrn, don't we? By the way, if you said 
there were four good eggs in n five egg 
omelet and UK: other was rotten would 
you Ihink yon had indorsed that omelet? 
Looks like rain, ch?" 


I'd hale to estimate the number of 


A man who lived some thousands of 


years before Mr. Vauderlip made his 
appearance in Ibis land of the free said 
something 
similar. 
It 
was:—"That 


which thy hand findcth to do, do it with 
all thy might." Jlr. Vanderlin's remarks 
would seem to indicate the methods he 
used to reach his present point. 


And then conies specialization. There 


is Josh Billings' famous epigram con- 
cerning the slump that stuck to one 
thing until it ro.iched Hs destination, but 
still Frank Vanderiip feels there may be 
danger in specialization. 
This, too, is 


somewhat radical in these days, when 
the specialist is looked upon ns one with 
a modest eight candle power halo. 
It 


has been held that our modern life and 
its affairs are too complex in their scope 
ami ramifications to be grasped by a sin- 
gle individual, and perhaps this is true 
when the whole vista is to be taken in 
detail; yet 
specialization 
necessarily 


spells limitation, and that Crc'iunuil} 
spells in turn dry rot. Says Mr. Vamler- 
lip:— 


"Specialists, whether they be business 


specialists or specialists of other kinds, 
are apt to be so enwrapped in their own 
environment that they are unable to 
generalize. 
They nre obtuse regarding 


matters outside of their specialty and 
u nnblo to detect the course of the larger 
currents of affairs." 


One may understand his point ojf view 


in this matter when iu conversation with 


him. The man is widely informed. 
He 


has his mental antennae up all the time, 
and possesses a nice capacity for catch- 
ing just the necessary waves that keep 
him itiforuicd on what is in progress 
everywhere. He is one of the most thor- 
oughly awake men I've ever seen, and 
1'ui certain he sets from every man h« 
meets some slant of view or bit of infor- 
mation. His business is to know men, and 
those associated with him say he makes 
few mistakes on that score. But his spe- 
cialty is to specialize in widely scattered 
information. 


You see, there was n time when the 


business rant felt that by the time h* 
had finished bis business he was too 
frantically, hopelessly fatigued to do 
more than let some home angel minister 
to him with a pair of slippers and some 
light reading with possible Gallic ten- 
dencies. 
The belief is not altogether 


eradicated, if one is to judge by the 
superfluity of theatrical offerings de- 
signed fur "the tired business man.'" A 
casual visit to many of these will in- 
evitably indicate that they are not cures, 
but causes, and that it is not business 
that makes the poor man tired but the 
things he docs or doesn't do with his 
leisure time. 
Now Mr. Vanderlip sees 


that the oian of business must not con- 
fine himself to tht- commercial aspect of 
that business in particular, but must 
also regard the business life ns of vital 
importance. 
All sorts of factors con- 


tribute to a business in these days, anfl 
many phases of human endeavor touch 
the single individual phase. A man re- 
quires lo know history, to have some 
knowledge of humnn nature, to have 
absorbed culture, to train himself to a 
broad grasp of various industrial prob- 
lems in their communal significancc- 
Vnnderlip is positive in his statement 
thut the quality of business conduct is 
merely a reflection of the condition of 
the public, mind, but that it should be 
much more, and that is a standard to 
which all men may turn for thu calibra- 
tion of their personal standards. 


"While wo may not achieve perfection 


in this generation, or in any other in 
which flesh and blood enter." he says, 
"we can at least keep on trying to get 
closer to it. The man who won't trouble 
to shoot at the bull's-eye is not likely to 
hit even the target 
I'd rather see a 


man trying to climb higher than see him 
admit that improvement was beyond 
both his capacity and inclination. Bank- 
ruptcy and criminality arc amply sup- 
plied from that type of miud." 


If you should usk his associates, In 


the bank and outside of it, to tell you 
something about Frank A. Vanderlip 
you would find that the average of 
regard for him is very higlu He has his 
detractors; what man has not? 
Even 


his friends don't claim wings for him, 
nor do they address his tnail in St. 
Peter's care, but the average is worthily 
high. 
.Men like him for bis humanity; 


they respect him for liis decent instincts, 
his* inspiring conduct and right ideas, 
and liis busuvxs capacity along his sound 
principles referred to is admitted. 
Ho 


recognizes the fundamental laws of right 
and justice and their immutable char- 
acter. 
Me kruws the legislative pendu- 


lum swung because Uicre was a need for 
it so lo swing, aud while he believes that 
it has swung too far hu KOOS that it is 
coming back to normal. Hi» employes 
look upon him with regard, for he treats 
them with the measure of justice Lhat 
runs ov«r. Good work earns commenda- 
tion, and bad work is reprimanded, but 
decently. Summed up, I'm not sure but 
the best all around picture of Frank 
Vanderlip ia contained in something he 
Bald lo me as I was leaving him. 


"We need to trust eneh other just a 


little more," he said quietly. "We should 
not impute the worst motives lo a man. 
but the best 
I'm sure the majority ot 


us would sooner believe well of a fellow 
man than ill of him, and we find more 
pleasure in hearing of a right act than 
a misdeed. All men are not blackguards; 
all are not looking for an unearned or 
unfair advantage, and some day I'm 
sure that legislation will be built upon 
that plan, not for the purpose of repress- 
ing wrong things, but for fostering and 
encouraging good things. There may be 
bad things in the world, but let's try to 
remember there is plenty of good; much 
more good than evil, and the good is 
very pleasant"

heart woud be. On (he other hand, ncute 
cardiac dilation occurs more frequently 
in athletes and men used to «pvere mus- 
culnr strain thnn in normal men, and (lie 
ultimate clFccts are more, prolonged and 
severe.

West Virginia's Liquor Law 
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Tho lirst dny of -Inly every 
saloon, 


brewery nnd distillery in West Virginia 
was dosed under state-wide prohibition, 
adopted at the November election in J'Jli 
b* nearly KXUHH) majority. 


The law enacted to carry into effect 


thi; prohibition amendment is perhaps 
the moat stringent statute of the kind 
in America. 
Experts declare there in 


i.ot a loophole iu it. Every time attor- 
nt-ys for the liquor interests examine it 
they throw up their bands, for they can 
find no wny to escape its provisions. 


Under this law it, will l>p unlawful to 


manufacture, soil or jfivc away intoxicat- 
ing liquors anywhere, within the state. 
It is also unlawful to ship intoxicating 
liquors to violators of law. H is un- 
lawful for druggists or club houses to 
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I keep intoxicating liquors. The druggist* 


j of the state, nt their annual meeting 
asked the legislature to insert this pro- 
hibitive provision in tho statute. Jt in 
also unlawful to advertise liquors by bill- 
boards, circulars, newspapers Or other- 
wise. 


Any violation of this law is punishablo 


by fine and imprisonment in the county1 
jail for the first offense and by fine, nnd 
imprisonment in the state penitentiary 
for the second offense. 
Prosecuting at- 


torneys nre allowed all necessary funds 
nnd oflicors to assist in the detection and 
punishment of offenders, and for a state 
superintendent of prohibition, who shall 
have general supervision of the state, 
nnd who shall have, prrivcr to sec that the 
prohibition law is entorccd.

7n the. sack tho pollen Is, nf 


course, mixed with tho mass of empty 
anthers from which it has been shed. 
No special care, however, need be 
taken to get the pollen separated from 
tho anthers. 
By having the nose of 


the blower cut down to a length of 
half an Inch, any anthers which may 
chance to clog the noaale can easily be 
pushed out with a pin. As a matter of 
fact, for the most part the blast ex- 
pels pollen and anthers together with- 
out difficulty. 


Jt l.s absolutely necessary* to adopt 


some method of killing the pollen 
grains left after one pollination before 
proceeding to the next plant. Simple 
washing of tho hands In alcohol Is

to them. 


Pollination of corn by the use of a

T.he success of thA rlalry farmer | 


depends to no plight extent upon the! 
aroful rearing or the calves. This Is 
nspe<-lally true since dairy cows have] 
reached their present high market 
price. Most farmers begin with ordi- 
nary cows or the best they enn get 
close at home. As a rule, this is the 
best plan to follow. The development 
of a high class herd from these will 
depend largely upon three things: 


1. The careful n«lectlon of Indi- 


vidual cows. 


3. The use of a pur* bred sire. 
3. The careful raising of tho hei- 


fer calves from the best cow?. 


The cow should be In good flesh 


at calving: time for the best results 
in milk. She should be dry six weeks. 
During the pasturing season there is 
no better plan than to leave her In 
the pasture, of course under observa- 
tion, until the cnlf Is born. 


The dairy calf is ordinarily raised 


by hand since the milk of the dairy 
cow is usually worth so much more 
than the calf that It requires the llrat 
consideration, Jt is a well established 
fact that .1 calf raiser! on skim-milk 
is as good as one nursed by its mother. 
In localities familiar with dairying i 
this is well understood, but in other j 
places Is virtually unknown, and 
a i 


strong prejudice exists against feed- 
ing sklmmllk on account of the un- 
healthy and undersized calves that; 
have been raised in this way. Such, 
calves are the victims of ignorance or 
carelessness. 
The 
sldromilk 
calf 


properly raised differs little, if any. 
In size, quality, thrift, and value from 
the same animal when raised by the 
cow. 
The poor results which have 


so often followed the feeding of sklm- 
mllk have been due to the faulty 
methods, and not because the cream 
which has teen taken out ii; of so 
much importance to the calf. 
Skim- 


milk doei not differ from whole milk 
eicepit In butter fat content. Where 
whole milk Is used the problem Is to 
raise the calf by using as little milk 
as possible. It !s important that the 
ralf be fed milk while It Is young, but 
where milk Is scarce or expensive they 
may be raised from three months on 
with substitute*. 


While the question ns to whether 


calves should be dropped in the fall 
or spring may be decided by special 
condition?, on the whole, fall calves 
have superior advantages. They come 
lit such ft time, that work Is not ur- 
gent and they can have the best at- 
tention of the farmer or dairyman. 
The disadvantages of winter feeding 
.ire. more than offset by hot weather 
,md annoyance from files. 
The fall 


,-alf Is weaned In the spring and can 


be put on prass without further at- 
tention, while the spring calf goes on 
dry feed when weaned. For the- first 
three months It does not matter mate- 
rially -whether calves are eating hay 
or pasture, but the second sU month! 
they will do better on grass than any 
other ration. 
Ordinarily tb* cow 


which calves in the fall will produce 
a greater yield during tho year a» tto» 
summer grass stimulates secretion 
during the latter part of lactation. 


The calf's Quarters should not h» 


allowed to accumulate a lot of d&tnp, 
dirty materials as this Is almost snr» 
to result in sickness and bad result*. 
The bedding should be abundant and 
changed often. 
In order that the 


pens or stalls be kept clean they 
should be in the choicest part ol the 
barn where sunshine and light are 
abundant 
In summer they should 


have access to a pasture where there 
is plenty of shade. 


Where valuable calves are raised It 


is odvisabl* to have a separate pen 
for each animal. 
Calves should 
be> 


fed in a stanchion. The most com- 
mon trouble in calf raising is scours. 
or Indigestion. This is brought on by 
over-feeding, feeding sour or old milk, 
cola milk, and dirty pails, troughs or 
stalls. Success depends largely upon 
the ability of the feeder to prevent 
scours. 
It Is easier to prevent scours 


than it is to cure them. By watching 
the small points and keeping condi- 
tions right success will take the place 
of failure.

Increased, according to data of the 
bureau ot foreign and domestic eotnr 
meroe. department of commerce, far 
the period ended with April, 1814, In- 
dicating greatly enlarged arrivals o* 
nitrates, potash salts, and other sim- 
ilar materials.

tons, valued at nearly fZ,000,000; and 
other fertilizer salts, 172,000 tons, val- 
ued at $2,000,000.
